Paris this afternoon says that French 
troops now occupy the west hank of the 
Yser canal. The text of the communica- 
tion follows: 


"The enemy has completed the evac- 
uation of the west bank of the Yser 
canal to the north of the house of the 
ferryman and we occupy this bank. 


"In the region of Arras there have 
been artillery engagements. 
In the re- 
gion of Nampoel our batteries have re- 
duced to silence the batteries of the ene- 
my. 
In the region of the Aisne 
our 
heavy artillery silenced the field batter- 
ies of the Germans. 
At a point north- 
east of' Vailley one of their batteries of 
howitzers was completely destroyed. 


'•fn the region of Perthes and in the 
vicinity of the forest of La Grnrie there 
have been 1 artillery 
engagements 
and 
Bome infantry fighting which resulted 
advantageously to us. 


"On the heights of the Mouse the 
artillery of the enemy showed little ac- 
tivity. 
On the contrary, our artillery 
demolished at Deuxnouds, to the west of 
VigneuIles-!es-Hattonchate, two 
batter- 
ies of the enemy, one composed of gun» 
of large calibre and the other used for 
firing upon aviators. 
In this same re- 
gion we have broken up a l:)lockhouse 
and destroved several trencher.

Nevertheless it is now berbsr said by 
Britisli commentators that

tro-German operations for the relief of 
Cracow, Galicia.

NAVAL AIR CRAFT

Washington, Dec. 12.—Two hundred 
tMtval »ir craft—one himdred for active 
»ertice and one hnndred to be held in 
ireserve—are 
urgently 
needed by 
the 
TJnitfld -fitaict navy m Its plans for na- 
tion cefens«, as oytlined in recotimien- 
datiotts of Captain Mark L. Bristol, chief 
of th« aer<toautical bureau of the navy 
de^rtment to the hoxise naval commit- 
tee njAde public today. 


Cafitftia Skktol's tatioinmmidationa «re 
contained in a supplemental statemem 
laid before the committee. 
Other tes- 
timony of Captain Bristol already has 
been made public, would require an ap- 
propriation of $2,200,000 to bring the 
aeronautical branch of the \navy up to 
a proper standard of efficiency Captain 
Bristol told the committee. 
Its purpose 
he described as follows: 


"The air n a ^ of the United States 
niist consist oi aeroplanes, semi-rigid 
or 
non-rigid 
airships—the 
destroyer, 
cruiser and battleship of the air 
re- 
•p«ctively. 
The aeroplane 
would 
be. 
used for scouting to discover the enemy's 
fleet, especially 
submarines or 
mines, 
and to attack the dirigibles and aero- 
planes of the enemy. 
It is the torpedo 
of the air against the airship cruisers 
and battleships. 
Having discovered the 
aubmarines and mines, it directs 
the 
air cruisers to attack these craft and 
to countermine and at the same time 


protect the cruisers from the enemy's air 
craft. The air cruisers also will lay mines. 
The air battleships will meet the air 
craft of the enemy in battle probably 
will bd used to drop aerlat torpedoes on 
the surface ships of the enemy and be 
utilized overland for recotmoistahce. 


"The uses to which air «raft can be 
put in war would be better known after 
the European war. 
It seems that the 
air navy will b« just 
««SMtial 
part of the country's fighting force as 
the battleships and submarines. 


To be successful against any enemy 
the country must have command of the 
air the same as command of the sea. 


"Any nation that has suitable air 
craft could detect sujtmarines," he added, 
"The aeroplane can see submarines very 
plain, guide the dirigible to them which 
can descend close to the water and drop 
high explosives to countermine the mines 
or destroy the submarines'. 
We can 
pick up the mines at the usual depth 
even follow the anchorline of the minf 
down to a considerable depth below the 
mine. 
This submarine, if it comes to 
the surface, would be attacked by the 
surface craft. The submarine could dive 
deep only for a limited time, but must 
come up and show the periscope to get 
its bearings. 
A bomb dropped upon it 
should not be arranged to explode 
til beneath the water.

Jaines 
E. Wataon, 
of 
Rushville, ex- 
member of congress and an orator oi 
national reputation, delivered a m 
terly address Friday evening before the 
Men's club of the First 
Presbyterian 
church. 


Mr. Watson dwelt particularly upon 
the necessity of right thinking and the 
essentials in the making of an ideal 
man. Thought always precedes the act 
This is true in hiunan life, in the devel- 
opment of the nation and the develop- 
ment of the race, he said. He dwelt a*: 
length upon the history of civilization 
and its progress. 


"The man of Nazareth canwi and he 
taught an entirely different doctrine oi 
anything that had been heard up to that 
time," he continued. 
"He taught x» to 
love one another and had it not been 
for that we would still be on the ma- 
terial plane." 


The man of Nazareth also taught the 
meaning of human equality. 
This re- 
public is dedicate<l to that idea. 


IMr. Watson said he believed nationa] 
sins were punished by national calam- 
ities. Out of the war in Europe lie pre- 
dicted would come forth the overturning 
of dynasties and the 
abolishment 
of 
monarchs. 


People Are Law Mad. 


In turning from nations the speaker 
spoke of the individual. 
are law 


mad," he said. "If man was right there 
would be no need of having all of these 
laws passed.. Suppose tonight after you 
go home you go to your room, get down 
on your knees and aak yourselves this 
question: 'What would I rather be than 
anything else in life if I could?' 
Youp 
answer will be ycur ideal." 


Mr. Watson said that 
man 
finally 
grows into that which he thinks the 
most. 
There are those who think they 
would rather have riches. Wealth is all 
right and there should be no limitation 
on th© amount a man makes, he said 
The question is not how much a man 
makes, but how did he get It! 
But 
wealth will not buy happiness and he 
cited the life of the czar of Russia, the 
richest man in • the world and yet the 
most unhappy, as an example. 


"Happiness is based on what man if 
and not what a man has," the speakej 
declared. 
"Unless a man is right he 
can't be happy." 


Through tlie power of thought every 
man is responsible for what he is, in 
Mr. Watson's opinion. 
"You are the 
result of your past Ainking," he con- 
tinued. 
"You are absolutely in control 
of that proposition. The way for a man 
to change his character is to change his 
thought.'' 


Mr. Watson said a person finds in life 
what he looks for. He cannot resist his 
thinking apparatus. 
He can live on tl^ 
animal plane, the intellectual plane or 
the spiritual plane. All three are neces- 
sary and essential. 


The speaker said his definition of suc- 
cess is for a man to find his place and 
fill it. 
There are too many fellows tiry- 
ing to do the wrong thing. 


In closing Mr. Watson made an elo- 
quent plea for better living that man 
may be better prepared for "that more 
glorious life that is to come.

four 
and a half 
months, has been opened for limiting 
trading in bonds during the past two 
weeks, was reopened at 10 o'clock this 
morning for active trading in stocks. 
One hundred and ninety-two issues were 
approved by governors for trading, and 
though other issues were barred, no- 
tably United States steel, activity oii 
the floor of the exchange revived mem- 
jories of big days ten years ago. 


Not for many years has there been 
ßuch a throng of brokers on the floor ft^ 
that which waited patiently for nearly 
an hour today for the signal to resume 
trading. 
There are 1,100 members of 
the exchange and nearly 700 of these, it 
is estimated, were on the floor. Many 
of the others smiled dowji with their 
families and friends from the members" 
gallery on the west wall. 
Visitors Gallery Thronged. 


The visitors' gallery, across the way 
on the west tide, was thronged. 
Half 
or more of the hundreds who gazed down 
atthe unusual scene on the floor were 
women. 
Adniission to this gallery was 
by ticket ; only, and the issuance of 
tickets was rigidly vised, doorkeepers 
eyed keenly *each person admitted in

The first chime of Trinity church's 
10 o'clock bells has long been the sig- 
nal for the opening gong on the floor of 
the exchange.

leave.

We trust there is definite and sincere purpose on the 
part of the democratic majority in the forthcoming ses- 
sions of the Indiana legislature, as announced from Indi- 
anapolis, to inaugurate a program of economical reform in 
legislative doings in Indiana. Democrats of the house 
have just named what they term an ''employmentcom- 
mittee. to ascertain ihe number of employes properly re- 
qtiiied to do the work in the house, and to ascertain also, 
the number of employes that may be appointed under the 
l?resent statutes. This committee is to report at the house 
caucus immediately in advance of the session, and un- 
doubtedly its recommendations will carry decisive weight. 


It probably did not require the recent indictments by 
the Indiana grand jury to convince the general public that 
custom in the Indiana legislature has for a good many 
years permitted wide latitude in providing political re- 
ward in the form of jobs of one sort and another that en- 
abled too many men to get on the legislative payroll. The 
charges of the grand jury merely centralized attention on 
the fact and, whether convictions follow or not, will un- 
doubtedly be the means of materially reducing the list at 
suceeding sessions of the legislature. The attitude of the 
newly-elected members plainly indicates a disposition to 
take heed of that and exercise care to see that they do not 
lay themselves open to similar accusations. 


More than that, we believe they are carrying to Ii^di- 
ianapolis from their home districts a very definite popular 
demand for legislative economy that is likely to be heeded 
and respected. The man from home knows how his neigh- 
bors feel about this thing, and they are feeling so strongly 
i>n the subject, both as to legislative employes and to un- 
necesary bureaus and commissions, that their opinion is 
not apt to be either forgotten or defied. The legislators 
who have diagnosed the popular sentiment as a demand 
for economy have sized the situation up correctly. 


Along with the campaign for the purchase of '^Made 
in America" goods that is now sweeping over tKe coun- 
try, we might with every propriety carry the movement 
etill farther and. purchase home-town goods wherever it 
is possible to find them. We all want .^erican industry 
to prosper, but our first concern should be for home-town 
industry. Fort Wayne people should in every case give 
Fort Wayne made goods the preference in every instance 
in which the want can be supplied by an article of Fort 
Wayne manufacture, whether it be in food-stuff, in- -^yeaiv 
able or in mechanical device.

Worst of all, the cables have just re- 
ported that the Turks are accompanied 
by large bands of Bedouins, fierce des- 
ert fighters who are accustomed to mov- 
ing about where there is lack of water 
and fodder.

British and French

It would relievo the 
allies of two worries. 
First, with the 
Japanese driving the Turks, no troops 
would be needed from western Eiirope. 
Secondly, the Japanese army would re- 
lieve the pressure on Russia in Asia 
Minor, permitting Russia to give prac- 
tically all her attention to 
Germany 
and Austria. 
The western allies fear 
that tlie Russians may slacken in Po- 
land to strengthen an invasion of Tur- 
key.

The axles are of wood 
with iron or steel pins in the ends for 
bearings. 
Tho winding drums have thf 
irons running clear through them. Tht 
coga on the smaller wheels are cut on 
the shaft and the larger wheels are made 
of a thin board. 
(I do not know oi 
what kind of wood.). The frame is made 
of oak boards witli posts to hold them 
the right, dis^nce apart. 


The clock was made in Bristol, Conn, 
by Atkins and Downs for Mitchell and 
Atkins. 
My father bought it ip Union 
county, Ohio, of a peddler, in about 
1834 or 1835 on a years time, giving his 
note. 
I think the price was $32. 
He 
said that it was a hard task to make 
the payment. 
My folks brought this 
clock along when they moved to thi^ 
cotmty, \ ^ i t l e y 
coimty, 
Indiana, 
in 
1836 and has been in this county most 
of the time ^ever since. It was in north- 
western Missouri two years, from 1865 
to 1867. I have had it in my possession 
since that time. It has been in us« sev- 
enty-nine or eighty years. But allowing 
one year for moving and when it needed 
doctoring, I think it has run seventy- 
eight years. 
It never has been to a 
jeweler. I have done my own tinkering 
and have done as well as clock tinkerere 
would generally. 
To put it together 
after it had been torn apart took a good 
light and lots of patience. 


It is a one-day clock and has to bo 
wound every day. 
It winds up seven- 
teen inches of cord each day on each 
side. Now the winding in seventy-eight 
years would make 92 miles, 7 rods, 5 
feet and 3 inches for each side. 


But still it covers its face with its 
hands every twelve hours 
and 
keep? 
running down its own works.

Many People Unknowingly 
Violate This City Or- 
dinance. 


Many drivers of automobiles and oth- 
er vehicles day after day violate the 
city ordinance which requires that the 
fire plugs in the'city be left unblocked 
ten feet either way. This law is violat- 
ed, not because people wish to be con- 
trary or cause trouble, but because they 
do not stop to think what the result 
might be. 


If fire should happen to break out in 
the neighborhood of the fire plug that 
is blocked, the firemen would loose val- 
uable time in pushing the machine away 
before they could attach the hose. 


Attention was called to this fact by a 
traffic officer on the corner of Wayne 
and Calhoun streets, Thursday after- 
noon of this week, when an automobile 
bearing the license number 6615 Ind., 
1914, stood directly i« front of the fire 
plug on the corner. 
The policeman re- 
marked that he had warned many peo- 
ple about the fact and that he had had 
no trouble in making them obey to this 
order. 
However, 
he 
stated, 
serious 
trouble might arise should fire break 
out while the auto was standing there. 


Assistant Chief George W. Jasper, of 
the Fort Wayne fire department, said: 
"We have notified many drivers about 
blocking fire plugs at the Empress the- 
ater and at %the • corner of Washington 
and Calhoun streets, about this matter, 
and we have found that people always 
obey the order to move away after they 
fully realize the serious trouble that 
might arise from this. Contractors oft- 
en leave their mortar boxes and piles of 
lumber lay near a plug and some people 
even tie their horses to them. 


"One evening, at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Calhoun streets, a man who 
spends a great deal of his leisure time 
around the department houses, left his 
auto stand in front of the plug at the 
corner. 
Six other machines were also 
lined up in front and back of this one 
and had fire broken out we would have 
lost fully two or three minutes in mov- 
ing all the machines. 
I waited for the 
man and when he came out of the the- 
ater I told him about the matter and 
he replied, "By George, I should have 
known better and hereafter I will be 
careful where I allow my machine to 
stand." 
This shows that people are 
violating this ordinance not because they 
wish to be contrary, but because they 
are ignorant of the fact that such au 
ordinance is in existence." 


Chief of Police Charles F. Lens says 
that policemen have the authority to 
arrest any person who violates this law 
at the first offense and that it should 
be done, so as to warn others. 
As a 
way to avoid trouble it is advised to 
keep at least ten feet away from all the 
plugs used by the fire department.

be recalled that on the date named Ray 
found Geor^re Williams near the Nicktl 
Plate track, west 
of 
the Mayflower 
mills, and after searching: hiln, 
com- 
manded 
Hasselffren, who 
was a 
con 
siderable 
distance 
away 
in 
a 
jfrowth of timber, to come to him. When 
Hasselifren turned to walk away Ray 
fired, hitting the man in the upper pai 
of the lei: and inflicting a wound that 
kept him for several days in the hos- 
pital. 
Ray admitted in his city court 
hearinjj that ha fired to frighten Hassol 
gren and h^d no intention of hittiiiu 
him and he -ituck to the story in the 
circuit court. 
The state 
produced 
a 
witness who said that without recogniz- 
ing the shooter as Ray, he had soen a 
man rest his revolver on top of a fence, 
use both hands to steady his carefully 
taken aim and fire at a man in the 
trees. 
Ray was prosecuted for assault 
and battery with 
intent to kill, but 
Judffe Eggeman held that though there 
was probably an absence of intent to 
murder, there was no doubt of Ray's 
recklessness v-ith his gun and of the 
fact of assault and battery. Hasselgren, 
who is B gigantic, open-faced, engenu- 
ous Swede of 27 years, made a fine im- 
pression as a witness in 
the 
circuit 
court, as he did in 
the 
city tribunal. 
Hasselgren and Williams were traveling 
the country looking for work when the 
ehootin« 
occurred. 
Ray 
denied 
all 
knowledsre of the shooting until his pre- 
liminnry hearing.

Every individual man keeps on shoot- 
ing cooly so long he Is not taken pris- 
oner and these trained veterans 
shoot 
well. 
When we stonu a position the 
French will n m wJien we close in with 
our shouts 
of 'hurrah,' but the Eng- 
lish stick tenaciously to their entreii<£- 
ments to the last." 


Danzer's Arneezeitung,

military publication of Austria, pays a 
high tribute to the Servian, Belgian and 
Ilussian troops. 
The Servians are call- 
ed brave, but declaration is made that 
they are without food and ammunition. 
Credit is given the Belgians for stand-

they must have realized that their own 
cause waa irredeemably loet." The press 
is criticised for its attacks on the Rus- 
sians, saying they are brave and capa- 
ble.

Tlie doll Avas rather crude at first. 
It had, howevéi, what Kaethe-Mother 
deemed the essentials of a humanlike 
doll, a w(Jbbly. head and loose, limp 
limbs. 
It was only a potato head 
wrapped in a towel, the four corners 
pulled out for legs and arms, and a 
burnt match painted face, but Kaethe- 
Mother worked over her human faced 
doll until she evolved the sweet creature 
now familiar to lovers of dolls. 
It is 
made over a cast of a famohs Italian 
baby head known as the Fiammirlgd 
head, an art treasure handed down from 
the Middle Ages, this being covered with 
canvas and hand painted. The body is 
a copy of the chuhby form of Kaéthë 
Krusò's own littie child. The dollies arc 
named, some of the prettiest having thé 
names of Mother Kaethe's babies, as 
Jockerle and Hannerle and Michel. 


They are not like "store dolls," for the. 
little child Who first desired them had 
never asked for a "doll"; she distinctly 
said a "Christ Child." Her artist father 
had a great deal to do with the in- 
spiration, too, because he insisted that 
the Christ Child must be mothêr-made 
to satisfy the longings of the little 
mother heart.'"

The clothes are made carefully, that 
they may stand many dressings and un- 
dressings by childish fibers. 


Mrs. Trowbridge is making new models 
for dolly all thé tiihe, sometimes even 
going to hospitals to gét originals of all 
nationalities to copy. Her greatest joy 
is in catching thé winsome whimsicalities 
of children.

Bat despite hardsdiip and threatening 
battle and calamity, fiherc have 
been 
CJjristma.s eves in camp when 
hearts 
were thrilled, though bodies were chilled. 
Pacing pickets at distant posts have felt 
the very air change; h a v e observed a 
special difference in the sky, and have 
experienced an unusual throi) of patriot- 
ism as the night shades of Christmas 
•^ eve descended. 
At the farmhouse head- 
quarters 
the 
commander-in-chief 
has 
gazed with less stem eye into the blaze 
of the cradding logs on the old fashioned 
hearth. 


Clnstered ontside aroand their crude 
shelters, the "non-coms" and the en: 
listed m ^ have cheerily exchanged the 
salutations of tihe' greatest day in Ohris-' 
tendom as they bent befjR-e the blast. 
And there are veterans "who have shiver- 
ingly camped,in-the Christmas^cold who

some of their tales.. Here is the Christ-' 
mas experience of CJotonel. Lewis

"On the afternoon of Christmas eve, 
1862, l ied a sflBiall body of Ae ld2d New 
York on skirmisli or scoat orders along 


the road" between Fairfax Station and 
Acqua Creek, Vat AVc were after a com- 
mand of Confederate cavalry 
reported 
near by. 
We rtin into them—ahout two 
hundred 
strong. 
They 
left 
and 
we 
bivouacked at Wolf Run 
Shoals 
that 
night. 


" I remf»mber wn gatliered about our 
fires as dark came on and, naturally, 
Christmas was the topic. 


"Some men arc more sentimental than 
othors and I remember 
two or 
three 
blubbering in a quiet way when a cc«n- 
radc told a pathetic Christmas stoiy of 
home. One of the sergeanis had been an 
actor before his enlistroont, and I recall 
that he w a s asked to recite. 
He gave tis 
first 
Clement 
Clarke Moore's ' 'Twas 
íüic Night 
Before Christmafs,' 
and 
I 
don't believe it was ever better done. 
Every soldier around those fires who had 
a little one up North was moved so that 
when the last 'Good night' words of the 
poem were spoken there was a silence 
of sevcKil seconds before they could con- 
trol themselves sufficiently to applatid. 


"For an encore the actor gave ns the 
first stave of Dickens' immortal Christ- 
mas 
story 
about 
the 
old 
skinflint 
¿ícrooge. 
He had the .text by heart and 
admirably- altered his tx>Tie and accents 
to better picture the shifts of-the tale- 
We wanted him to go on, but he would 
not trust his imperfect memory of the 
remaiuder of the story. 
Some of the 
soWicrs had 'never dabbled in literature 
enough to have read the tale and they 
eagerly insisted that he tell its end. 


"1 rememiber when he told of Tiny 
Tiin, 'who did not die,' a big fellow of a 
cori»oral broke down and booh-hooed un- 
til 
a comrade, noted 'for his 
expert 
foraging, silently slipped a canteen of 
special strength and refreahment under 
his nose. 
He l|ad a letter in his jKJcket 
Ia<ioriousIy written by his seven-year-old 
sou up North, and the boy's name was 
Tiin. 
The actor had delivered his lines 
standing to give force to his tones and 
gestures. 
I can |pe hhn still in the 
shadowy outlines of the campfire, al- 
though "that Christinas eve was' more 
than fifty y ^ r s ago. 


"Ahout midnight it began to sleet a bit 
We sheltered ourselves as best we coald. 
with blanket and poncho, and sqaeezed 
close to the fire to sleep. 
How well 1 
remeniher. that Christmas morning when 
I awoke. 
Why, especiaiily ? ^ Becanae 
right on the. bridge of my nose was an 
icicle. " Yes, sir, an ' out and ont' icicle.'

Cavaliyman Samuel Pemberton, who 
was one of the famous swords of C4>ufcd- 
emte General J. E. B. Stuarrt, tells of his 
Christmas eve," 1864, and the holiday in- 
cidentals of war :— 


"Two or three squadrons.of .us had 
been detached for generiil reconnoissance 
and skirmish duty. • On December 24, 
1864; wc "were near Harrisonburg, Va. 
As night came" on we bivoiiiMiked. 
So 
we did all dwring-the holiday week, un- 
til on New Yiiar's eve we had a little 
tussle 
with 
ttie Federal 
cavalry—the 
Fifteenth, I Ihink it was. 
The skirmish 
was bacli aiM forth over the ground 
where we had h^n'caniped for tihe week. 
It was about even-up. 


"We had .iighted OUT'fires and . "were 
munching our uninviting'crackers, hop- 
ing some of our. foragers would bring in 
something :bet^;er, wben word was paired 
from a sentrj- that a little girl was cry- 
ill£^near hh post and wanted to come, 
into' camp, 
(j^ne of our soKgeants went 
to the point and found a nine-year-old 
damael sd>bing and wringing her hands 
in grief and calling-ont in 'most dol^nl 


tones:—'I want my rabbit! 
Give me 
back my little rabbit!' 


"We brought the little girl to our cap- 
tain aud even while ho was questioning 
her 
the 
answer 
came 
from 
another 
source. 
Our boys had 'been foraging and 
had struck a. pretentious dwelling whos« 
outbuildings 
suggested 
things 
stored 
available for stomach use. 
They found 
i no one home and all that could be at- 
tached in the barn was a little white 
rabbit 
This they had taken, placing a 
ten 
dollar 
bill—Confederate 
money-— 
under the front .door of the house in ijay- 
ment 
They were on the way back to 
camp . with . the. wriggling rabbit when 
they met.the little owner. 
She bad fol- 
lowed them to our senti-y line, insisting 
that her property be restored; 
The. rab- 
bit was borne past .her and the captain, 
on the way to execution, as she related 
her complaint. 


"I know that rabbit looked nIglitT 
good, to the captain and he was. pretty 
srure that he would get a generous piece 
of it as commandant. 
Bnt' the little 
one's tears were too. much. 
He. halted 
the execution and was just handing the 
rabbit,by the ears back to the girl when 
word came again from the sentry line. 
It proved to be the little girl's mother 
She,was.an aggressive lady and she lost 
no time in getting in action with what' 
she had come to say "and do.'

Think of those thrilling battles in 
the âir! 
It niakes one realize the first 
giant bird«, in the beginning of the 
•world, engaging in a fight; great talons 
tearing, strong \iings beating, and the 
bayonet thrusts of powerful beaks. 
But 
the bird was master of the air, while 
the aeroplanes—ah, those poor mangled 
heroes! 


My brother has been made head of 
the airship fleet in France, It is a very 
dangerous position. I think it one of the 
most perilous positions in this war. 


He has, you know, many différât 
kinds of aeroplanes, which he manu- 
factures in six or seven cities iu France, 
but his principal manufactory and avia- 
tion field is at Bnc, in Seine et Oise> a 
few . niilés from Paris.

'riid demands of war have brought 
forth a very different model. 
The war 
aeroplane has a different structure and 
irrangeménts are different. It is a fight- 
ing craft. 
If the secret of perfect bal- 
ance were mastered the aeroplane would 
prove a tcnible fighting machine. 
Even 
as it is, I think its use will have a de- 
cisive effect on the war. It is a very im- 
portant thing, UiS you see, and, like ev- 
erything new, .its place iu war has to be 
worked out. 
But there "will come a

there will be no more danger in the use 
of the aeroplane than there is in the use 
of boats. 


In the present stage of aeroplane war- 
fare those aerial fights ate terribly thrill- 
ing. One man ,who fought a Zeppelin and 
came out safe declared 'Never again!' 
But I do not believe those aeronauts 
think any more about danger than do 
cavalty officers. 
It seems to me that 
when a man goes to war he knows he 
may get killed, and so he thinks he may 
as well take a chance in the nir as on 
the sea or the land.

I-can giA'e: y^ou a little eagperience of 
my own - family. 
Before I was four 
years old, the first thing I remember 
was the death of my fathex*. lie hM 
been unfortunate in business and fail- 
ed.

There Is a growlngr demand among 
milk consumers aa well as dealers and 
manufacturers 
of 
high-grade 
dairy 
products for a new test that will show 
the cleanliness and purity of each lot 
of milk received. 
The testing of milk 
at creameries and cheese factories is 
usually confined to a fat determination

by the Babcock test. 
The acid is also 
used more or less for inspecting differ- 
ent lots of milk and cream. 


The grading of milk and cr©o.m at 
factories has been attempted tc> some 
extent In recent years and an effort 
has been made to base the price paid 
for each lot upon the purity of the 
milk as well as upon Its richness and 
per cent of acidity. 
The method com- 
monly used for this purpose has, as a 
rule, been confined to an Inspection of 
the odor, the taste and the amount of 
sediment noticed in the bottom of the 
milk cans when these are emptied. 


The benefits to be derived 
from 
such an Inspection depend largely on 
the expertness of the individual in- 
spector and the acuteness of his sense 
of smell and taste. This, undoubtedly, 
Is of some value, but since there is no 
universal standard that can be adopted 
by all persons doing such work, the 
opinions 
different #ispectors may 
differ In regard to the purity of the 
same lots of milk. 


The contamination of milk before it 
reaches the consumer Is caused largely 
by dirt or suspended matter that gets 
into It through carelessness In milking 
or through failure to protect the cans 
from 
dust 
during 
transportation. 
Nearly all milk Is strained at the farms 


and this removes some dirt- There Is, 
however, a certain amount of sedi- 
ment left that is not removed by the 
strainers ordinarily used for this pur- 
pose. 
A complete separation of the 
dirt and suspended matter In sweet 
milk is not an absolute proof of the 
amount or character of the Impurities 
which It may contain as much of these 
may have been dissolved in the milk 
and cannot, therefore, be separated by 
ñltratlon. 
A fairly good Idea of the 
extent to which each lot of milk has 
been contalminated may be obtained, 
however, by a test that wlll show the 
amount of dirt contained In a definite 
quantity of milk. 


Milk sediment teats aré used 
to 
some extent in Europe. 
These make 
It possible to note not only the amount 
of suspended matter In the milk, but 
by collecting the sediment In narrow 
tubes the Impurities may be examined 
further. 


The value of a milk sediment test 
which will quickly show the amount 
of dirt In a given quantity of milk can 
be readily appreciated by the con- 
sumer and when the evidence obtained 
by such a test can be shown to the 
milk producer. It will help to con- 
vince him that greater care Is needed 
to protect the milk from contamina- 
tion during milking and handling. The 
amount of sediment obtained by the 
test will In many cases be a great sur- 
prise to both milk producer and dealer. 


A milk sediment test, which was 
constructed by E. H. Lorenz, Madison, 
Wis., according to suggestions made 
by the writers. Is herewith described. 
This test may be used for testing a 
large number of lots of milk. 
Samples 
of one pint of milk will filter through 
It as fast as each lot Is readyi 


The inside cylinder is 2% Inches In 
diameter and 8 Inches long. 
It Is 
funnel-shaped at the bottom, termin- 
ating In an opening about an inch In 
diameter, 
A cap on the bottom con- 
tains a wire gauze strainer on which a 
thin disc of absorbent cotton Is placed. 
This cap Is easily attached to the ap- 
paratus by means of a hinged wire 
loop. 


After a sample of milk has been fil- 
tered through the apparatus, the cap 
containing the gauze and the cotton 
filter Is detached and the cotton disc 
placed on a piece of white paper to 
dry. 
This cotton contains the 
dirt 
and sediment collected from one pint 
of milk. 
The amount of dirt obtained 
will vary with different lots of milk 
and the discs when dry may be re- 
turned to the milk producer as evi- 
dence of the degree of cleanliness of 
his milk. 


Each cap should have a 
number 
stamped in the metal and as fast as 
one lot of milk is tested the cap may 
be removed and another put in place 
for the next sample. 
The absorbent 
cotton discs used as filters are stamped 
out to fit the cap and wire gauze. 
The 
success of filtering depends largely on 
the texture of these discs which should 
be made of absorbent cotton that con- 
tains no starch or "sizing." 
The latter 
have a glossy surface, but the "un- 
sized" cotton or cotton batting cut out 
in the sli«.pe of round discs about one- 
eighth inch thick allows the hot milk 
to filter rapidly through it and retains 
the fine dirt which is suspended in the 
milk. 
The milk Is kept hot In this 
tester during filtering by means of a 
hot 
water 
Jacket, 
surrounding 
the 
Inner cylinder. 


RAISE MORE SHEEP ON THE FARM 


Unquestionably Sheep Raising Could Profitably Be Fitted Into tHe General 
Scheme of Things on Thousands of Farms \ ^ e r e There is None at the 
Present Time. 


Sheep 
husbandry 
should 
receive 
more attention from the farmers of 
this country than It does at the pres- 
ent time. 
On many farms there are 
no sheep at all. 
On many others the 
size of the flock could and should be 
Increased and more attention 
given 
to this branch of farming with result- 
ing profit to the owner. 


The various phases of the sheep in- 
dustry 
afford 
numerous 
channels 
through which the skill of the pro- 
ducer can display Itself. The breeding 
of pure-bred stock offers special in- 
ducements to many, while a larger 
number are content with the 
pro- 
duction of mutton and wool for mar- 
ket purposes. 
In the breeding of 
pure-bred stock the beginner has a 
number of valuable breeds from which 
he can make a selection. 
It la not so 
much the breed selected that will lead 
to success as It Is the care and man- 
agement. 
It must be noted, however, 
that 
certain 
breeds 
have 
a 
wider 
range of adaptlbllity and are 
more 
popular than others. 
The number of 
pure-bred flocks Is Increasing every 
year and the demand for good breed- 


ewes and rams when sold for breeding 
purposes, although It costs little more 
to produce them after the flock Is 
once established. 
There Is also more 
stability In their value« than In those 
of market stock. 


With a commercial flock there are 
several phases that are worthy of con-

Ing stock Is more than keeping pace 
with the Increase. 
Pure-bred 
stock 
has a 
number 
of advantages 
over 
grades. 
The natural or Inherent ad- 
vantages 
of 
pure-bred 
stock 
arise 
from the fact that there has been a 
concerted effort in the development of 
the better breeds to establish^ inten- 
sify, and 
perpetuate 
their 
superior 
qualities by using only the best ani- 
mals for breeding purposes. 
There 
have been some exceptions to this, 
some Inferior animals have been en- 
tered, but the formation of a breed 
has In general been based upon su- 
periority In some form. 
Neverthe- 
less, owing to the reappearance of 
Inferior individuals, not all pure-bred 
sheep are suitable to retain In the 
flock. 


A breeder of pure-bred sheep can 
develop a reputation that never could 
be acquired with grades. 
The sales of 
pedigree breeding stock extend over 
a much wider range of territory than 
those of market stock. 
The 
show 
ring also spreads abroad the fame of 
the breeder of pure-bred stock. Larg- 
er prices are obtained for pure-bred

slderatlon. 
Early 
spring 
lambs 
la 
one of the most Important, while late 
spring or early fall lambs should re- 
ceive due consideration. 
The produc- 
tion of winter or so-called "hothouse" 
Iambs Is well worth undertaking by 
those who are favorably situated and 
should prove profitable under favor«, 
able conditions. 


Many 
farmers 
have 
disposed 
of 
their flocks and many others have re- 
frained from entering the business be- 
cause of some of the difficulties that 
are peculiar to this Industry. 
Among 
the most Important of these are cur 
dogs, parasites, and diseases. 
A cer- 
tain amount of trouble is Inevitable 
where these abound, but 
ordinarily 
this should not be sufllolent to dis- 
courage the 
flockmaster. 
Good man- 
agement and proper oare, will control. 
If not eliminate, these difllcultles. The 
flock that must rustle for Itself Is the 
one 
that 
suffers most 
from 
these 
sources. 
Sheep are good scavengers, 
but should not be made to subsist 
upon weeds alone, with little or no 
attention on the part of the farmer. 
The sooner the owner realizes that 
his sheep can not return satisfactory 
profits 
under 
such 
conditions, 
the

better It will be for him. 
Any extra 
care and feed given to the flock gen- 
erally yields the greatest returni. 


Sheep will Increase the fertility of 
the soil If they are handled properly. 
To do this they should not be per- 
mitted to crop off the grass too closely, 
which they will do If the pasture Is 


overstocked or if they are kept too 
long on one fleld. Sheep manure, with 
one exception. Is the most valuable of 
all farm manures. 
It is thinly and 
evenly scattered over the ground and 
does not produce a rank growth in 
spots of the pasture as do other ma- 
nures. 
The manure is also worked 
into the soil by the sharp hoofs of 
the sheep, so that It Is not washed 
away but becomes available as plant 
food. 
This quality has well earned 
for sheep the tltlo of "golden hoof." 
In England, land which during Queen 
Elizabeth's 
reign 
produced 
only 
« 
bushels of wheat per acre has been 
made to yield 80 bushels at the pres- 
ent time by the use of sheep. 
Better 
cultural methods may be the cause of 
a portion of this Increase, but without 
doubt the sheep are responslbile for 
the greater part of It. 


Another equally Important way that 
sheep Increase the productivity of the 
land is In their destruction of weeds. 
By eating the weeds they make more 
room for the cultivated crops and in- 
crease the supply of plant food and 
water available for them by prevent- 


the farm. Weeds h a r e sprung up and 
grown where they had formerly been 
kept in check. 
There is no better so- 
lution to the w«ed problem than a 
flock , of sheep. 
' 


In economy of production sheep are 
not aurpaaaed by any other domestic 
animal. 
Besides 
converting 
waste 
products into nutritious food they will 
also manufacture a 
finished 
product 
out of the roughage and grain of the 
farm at least as cheaply as 
other 
classes of live stock. 


It Is hardly necessary to say that 
there is less waste -vrhen roughage Is 
fed to sheep in racks rather than upon 
the ground. 
When fed In the latter 
way much of It is trampled upon and 
soiled and then the sheep refuse to 
eat It. There are several types of feed 
racks that are quite satisfactory. 
A 
combination 
rack 
for feeding 
both 
roughage and grain Is convenient, es- 
pecially where the amount of space Is 
limited. 
Some racks are boarded up 
solidly, with openings through which 
the sheep eat; others are slatted hori- 
zontally, this type being largely used 
in the west. 
Racks with vertical slats 
are also used; these slats should not 
be too wide apart with suckling ewes 
or the lamba will get In upon the feed 
and soil it. 
Having the upper part of 
the rack boarded solid Is desirable, as 
It permits chaff from falling into the 
fleece. — By E. h. Shaw and L. K

other class of live stock, with the ex- 
ception of goats, will eat as many 
weeds as sheep.' By converting these 
waste products Into wool and mutton 
they are a source of profit to the 
owner. 


It has been estimated that sheep 
will eat 90 per cent of all troublesome 
weeds. 
They are, in fact, commonly 
used In cleaning up weeds from fields, 
fence rows, road sides, stubble fields, 
and com 
fields. 
The common belief 
among farmers Is that weeds eaten 
by sheep are so broken up In the 
digestive processes that the seeds will 
not germinate after passing through 
the body as In the case of other live 
stock. 
However, 
weeds are 
rarely 
permitted to go to seed if 
enough 
sheep are turned in the field while 
the weeds are young and tender. 


In some investigations carried on by 
the Canadian government among 
a 
considerable number of sheepmen to 
determine the kinds of weeds eaten by 
sheep, it was generally agreed 
that 
sheep would consume all but a few 
exceptionally unpalatable ones, such 
as mullein. Scotch thistle, etc. 


Where sheep have been kept, but 
where for some reason they have been 
disposed of, a striking difference has 
usually occurred in the appearance of 


There are many blemishes on horses 
that do not Impair their usefulneos.

A horse with sprung knee can do 
honest labor on the farm and he will 
do many sorts of work In the city, 
but he can never add to the appear- 
ance of the pleasure equipage.

These are some of the apparently 
Insignificant blemishes that too many 
horses suffer from. and any one of 
them will render him unfit for the 
pleasure vehicle. 


Do not listen to dealers, or even to 
your best friend and buy a horse that 
has blemishes on him If you want 
him for pleasure purposes.

guaranteed mated birds at several dol- 
lars a pair. 
For this reason a person 
should buy pigeons only from soma 
dealer with whom he Is personally 
acquainted, or from some one who Is 
willing to guarantee not only as to the 
birds being mated, but also as to age. 


The females are, as a rule, more 
delicate than the males In both old and 
young pigeons, and when buying young 
birds the purchaser is quite likely to 
find among them many more males 
than females. Not only Is It essential 
to have nothing but mated birds In the 
loft, but they should be from good"" 
hardy stock. Some breeders have be^n 
known to force their stock to such an 
extent that they have lowered 
the 
vitality. 
Others are surrounded 
by 
conditions that it is impossible to pro- 
duce good, vigorous birds. While soma 
select their larger squabs for market 
and keep the smaller birds, which 
would sell for a much lower figure as 
market squabs, let them grow, and 
sell them later as breeders. 


Great caxe should be taken In the 
purchase of stock to know that It Is 
from lofts where there is no vermin. 
It is next to ImpoBSUJle to get lice out 
of the loft when the flock once gets 
thoroughly Infested, and the introduc- 
tion of one or two dirt>' pigeons will 
very soon 
cause such 
a 
condition. 
Flocks will be found where there is a 
tendency toward 
roup, canker, 
and 


most of the day for plowing or taking 
care of the crops. 
But It needs the 
personal Interest of the boas. 
Farm- 
ing has become a question of wlso 
management—of head Work—and we 
will see lots of people come to the 
front as successful because they do 
not allow their think tanks to become 
rusty.—W. 3.

ALFALFA GROWING IN 1HE NORTH 


It Has Been Demonstrated That, With a Proper Understanding of the Cnltural Requirements of the Crop, and 
Care in the Selection of Varieties, Alfalfa May be Satisfactorily Grown In Many Parts of the Northern States, 


^ ^ > ' produce alfalfa as well. An abundance 


In red clover, alfalfa has a rival In 
taiany parts of the north. 
Here red 
clover luxuriates on a soil to which It 
seems especially adapted and which, 
while sharing with alfalfa the capacity 
for supplying nitrogen, both as a fer- 
tilizer to the soil and as a nutritive 
element in feed, lacking in other field 
crops, has also shown greater endur- 
ance under the trj'lng conditions of 
climate than have some of the strains 
.of alfalfa that have been sown In the 
north. 


Alfalfa, however. Is recognized as 
having a higher feeding value than 
clover. 
Could It, therefore, be made 
a part of ordinary rotations, it might 
be given a preference. On small farms, 
or on any farms Intensively cultivated,^ 
its value as a nitrogenous food—supe- 
rior to clover—and the greater cer- 
tainty of a crop when once fairly 
started, 
make 
It 
desirable 
that 
It 
should at least be tested in a small 
way. 
The . longer life of an alfalfa 
meadow, as compared to one of clover, 
will often make It a most valuable ad- 
junct to the farm.

too wet to grow red clover—should

of vegetable matter In the soil Is es- 
sential. and so also is good drainage, 
such as will prevent water from stand- 
ing long on the surface in low places, 
in winter. In spring, or after summer 
rains. 
The water level In the soil 
should not be nearer than seven or 
eight feet from the surface. 


When a good stand of alfalfa Is se- 
cured the fleld Is usually surrendered 
to this crop for four or five years, un- 
less the plants are winter-killed. 
This 
should be borne in mind In choosing 


Alfalfa iMres. 


a location so that it may not interfere 
with the best arrangement of the farm 
as a whole. 


By the millions of bacteria which 
generally live in connection with; the 
legumes, like alfalfa, clovar, beans; 
peas, etc. Nitrogen is taken from the 
air and stored in the roots of the 
plants. Fart of it Is used by the plants 
in their growth, and >part becomes 
available to other plants when ttio 
roots of the legumes have decayed: 
Supplied with nitrogen in this way, «11 
leguminous plants grow bettar. and 


produce 
more 
nutritious 
hay 
than 
where no bacteria are found in the 
nodules on their roots. 
Therefore, 
when alfalfa Is planted on a field In a 
locality wher© no alfalfa has 
been 
grown before, it is almost always a 
good plan to Introduce some of the 
right kind of bacteria Into the soli so 
that they will be able to work in con- 
nection with the alfalfa plants very 
soon after they begin to grow. 
Such 
Introduction is called inoculation. 
The 
process is simple. 
Soil from a field on 
which alfalfa is growing luxuriantly, 
and where the liodules in which they 
multiply show that It contains the de- 
sired bacteria, is scattered broadcast, 
at the rate of 200 pounds or more per 
acre, and harrowed In, Just before or 
after sowing the alfalfa seed. 
Care 
should be exercised to get soil' only 
from clean, healthy 
fields. 
Soil well 
supplied with vegetable matter which 
niakes it a congenial place for bacteria 
to live is less likely to require Inocula- 
tion than Is a soil deficient In vegetable 
matter. 


When alfalfa has been grown on 
any farm with success for several 
y^ars, and the soil in the 
dllterent 
fields Is Inoculated, it should be worked 
in with the regular rotation, for the 
same reMons that red clover is used 
in rotations. However, in using alfalfa 
in rotations, it should be remembered 
that it is a true perrenial. 
That is, 
unless winter-killed, it usually con- 
tinues to live for many years. 
In this 
respect 
It differs from red 
clover, 
which is a. biennial and hence may be 
expected to die out at the end of the 
Mcond growing season front , planting 
the seed. 
Alfalfa is as valuable M 
clover in keeping up the productivity 
of the soil through the addition - of veg- 
etable' matter and nitrogen, but It is 
hot adapted for changing to « new 
field «vary ye«r or «very two y f a m as 
is clover. 


Colds Are Often 


Carried On Hands 


"Colds are often conveyed to others 
through the human habit of having 
hands," says Dr. H. W. Hill, of the 
Minnesota Public Health association. 
"There are 57 varieties of infectious 
colds by actual count, perhaps more: 
and these are the kinds the hands 
carry. 
Two other kinds are not In- 
fectious. 
One of these Is caused by 
mechanical or chemical irritation such 
as Is produced by a pungent gas, by 
dust or by the pollen of weeds ^ The 
other Is caused by drafts. 
Such colds 
as these two terminate quickly. 
In- 
fectious colds, however, run a more 
or less regular course, like .any other 
infectious disease, lasting from one to 
three weeks or more. 


"Persons who have any of the 57 
varieties of infectious colds should be 
regarded as 'taboo' to other people un- 
til they are well again. Children with 
siich, colds should not go to school. 
Adults should not go to dances, card, 
parties , or social gatherings of any 
sort. The reason is that in coughing or 
sneezing they throw out the germs of 
the disease and thus expose others, 
worse still in putting the hand over the 
mouth or 
nose when • coughing 
or 
sneezing they get the germs on it— 
the hand—and then in shaking hands 
with others they give the germs a 
chance at a new victim. 
In fact, the 
hands carry these colds very com- 
monly. 


"To protect yourself against infec- 
tious colds, the only thing to do is to 
keep 
away 
from 
infected 
persons. 
From dust colds, all one has to- do to 
'escape Is to keep out of the dust, and 
vigorous exercise ahd a cold bath will 
do much to help a draft cold, but a 
hand-carried cold is a different sort."

Wiuhington, Dec. 12.—Two hundred 


air craft—one hundred for active 


•ervice and one hundred tn be held in 
MMrre—are urgently needed by the 
Vnittd States navy in its plain for na- 
tion defense, HS outlined in recommen- 
dations of Captain Mark U Bristol, chief 
of the aeronautical bureau of the navy 
department to tho house naval commit- 
tee made public today. 


Captain Bristol's recommendations are 


contained in a supplemental utiitemem 
laid before the committee, 
other tes- 


timony of Captain Bristol .already has 
been made public, would require an ap- 
propriation of $2,200.000 to bring the 
aeronautical branch nf the navT up to 
•.proper standard of efficiency Yaptal:i 
firutol told the committee. Its purpose 
h« deteribed as follows: 


"Th« air navy of the United States 


*HMt consist of aeroplanes, semi-ri^id 
or 
non-rigid 
airships—the 
destroyer, 


cruiser and battleship of the air "re- 
spectively. 
The aeroplane 
would be 


lised for scouting to discover the enemy's 
fleet, especially 
submarines or 
mines, 


•nd to attack the dirigibles and aero- 
planes of the enemy. It is the torpedo 
of the air against the airship cruiser- 
«nd battleships. 
Having discovered the 


tubmarines and mines, it directs the 
.air cruisers tn attack theso craft r.nd 
to countermine, and at tho name time; 


protect the cruisers from tho enemy's air 
oraft. The air cruisers also will lay mines. 
The air battleships will meet the air 
craft of the enemy in battle probably 
will be used to drop aerial torpedoes on 
the surface, ships of the enemy and be 
ntilized overland for reconnuistance. 


"Tho uses to which air craft can be 


put in war would be biitter known after 
the European war. It seems that the 
air navy will bo just as essential a 
part of the country's fighting force- as 
the battleships and submarines. 


To be successful against any enemy 


the country must have command of the 
air the samo as command of the eea. 


"Any nation that has suitable- air- 


craft could detect submarines," he added. 
"The aeroplane can see submarines very 
plain, guide the dirigible to them which 
can descend close to the water and drop 
high explosives to countermine the mines 
or destroy the submarines. 
We can 


pick up the mines at the usual depth, 
even follow the anehorlino of the min" 
down to a considerable depth below ttw 
mine. 
This submarine, it it comes to 


tho surface, would be attacked by the 
surface cm ft.

Planning for Economy. 


We trust there is definite and sincere purpose on the 


part of the democratic majority in the forthcoming ses- 
sions of the Indiana legislature, as announced from Indi- 
anapolis, to inaugurate a program of economical reform in 
legislative doings in Indiana. Democrats of the house 
haye just named what they term an "employment" com- 
mittee to ascertain the numher of employes properly re- 
quired to do the work in the house, and to ascertain also, 
the m.imber of employes that may be appointed under the 
present statutes. This committee is to report at the house 
caucus immediately in advance of the session, and un- 
doubtedly its recommendations will carry decisive weight. 


It probably did not require the recent indictments by 


the Indiana grand jury to convince the general public that 
custom in the Indiana legislature has for a good many 
years permitted wide latitude in providing political re- 
ward in the form of jobs of one sort and another that en- 
abled too many men to get on the legislative payroll. The 
charges of the grand jury merely centralized attention on 
the fact and, whether convictions follow or not, will un- 
doubtedly be the means of materially reducing the list at 
suceeding sessions of the legislature. The attitude of the 
newly-elected members plainly indicates a disposition to 
take heed of that and exercise care to sen that they do not 
lay themselves open to similar accusations. 


More than that, we believe they are carrying to Indi- 


anapolis from their home districts a very definite popular 
demand for legislative economy that is likely to be heeded 
and respected. The man from homo knows how his neigh- 
bors feel about this thing, and thc.y arc feeling so strongly 
on the subject, both as to legislative employes and to un- 
necesary bureaus and commissions, that their opinion is 
not apt to be either forgotten or defied. The legislators 
who have diagnosed the popular sentiment as a demand 
for economy have sized the situation up correctly. 


Along with the campaign for the purchase of "Made 


in America" goods that is now sweeping over the coun- 
try, we might with every propriety carry the movement 
Htill farther and purchase home-town goods wherever it 
is possible to find them. We all want American industry 
to prosper, but our first concern should be for-home-town 
industry. Fort Wayne people should in every case give 
Port Wayne made goods the preference in every instance 
in which the want can be supplied by an article of Fort 
Wayne manufacture, whether it be in food-stuff, in wear- 
able or in mechanical device.

Although the factory Is running un- 


der full pressure and turning out 
OH 


many seta of the bulbs as the capacity 
will admit the production will fall 78,- 
000 short of the demand. 


Thl* mean* that instead of the totter- 


ing candles that made the family and 
the public Christmas tree a menace to 
life, limb and property that required 
half an hour to light and as long to 
extinguish is relegated by the march of 
progress and that a simple turn of an 
electric rwitch will produce better light- 
Ing and eliminate all of the danger. 


This process also provides 
a color 


scheme that is not only extremely pleas- 
ing, but highly appropriate n* red and 
green predominate largely in the bulbs 
that are being made here and at other 
point*. 


AH Sorts of Things, 


There is this m-ason a marked depart- 


ure from the ordinary bulb light in 
favor of what the trade terms 
the 


"fancies." By this is meant bulbs tha.t 
are blown in the shape of fruits, flow- 
ers, cats, clowns, dogs monkeys and 
birds of all kinds. There Is a big de- 
mand for these this year. 


These lights run in sets of from eijrht 


to thirty-two lights and range in price 
from $2 upward. Most of those offered 
for sale in Fort Wayne arc obtained 
from the local factory. 


A. 0. Mannmeiler. who is at the head 


of the institution, says that if ho had 
the capital he could easily employ a 
hundred people nnd give them work the 
entire year.

but time, patience, and hard work ore 
required to build up an establishment ol 
this sort. 
Headlights for autos, lights 


for the inaides of the machines 
and 


bulbs for tail lights make great demands 
upon the manufacturer*. 


In addition the bulbs are used for 


flash and searchlights, window and show 
case displays, telephone signals and fo 
miners' lamps. 
These all run on bat- 


teries where current Is not available,

of the laree forests of India, from 
the foot of the Himalayas to the 


extreme mjuth of the Indian I'ciiinsulii. 
and throughout tin! peninsula, to the east 
of the liny of Bcugnl into Burma and 
Si:un. They are also found iu Oylou. 


There is xnid to be only one specie* of 


elephant throughout, (hem: tracts. In (he 
native Slate «f. Mysore, in Southern 
India, they KHCIII to be especially nniner- 
oiif, as shown by the fact that iluriuj,' the 
visit of tin' Viceroy of India to that ftuitc 
iu Moveiiilmr, liliy. there wox un elephant 
drive, at which about l.'JO were caught, 
of which number -I were later invoiced 
at the American Consulate at. Rumbay 
for shipment in the United States for 
circus purposes. 


The declared export return of these 


rlcpmiiil* at this consulate showed prices 
ranging from f.1Hli for n hnhy elephant 
three feet high, up to ?>£ for a female 
elephant fivu feet three inches high. Most 
of the conMKmncnt.1 averaged about i£5<XJ 
eucb in price, and the total of tho 2-1 elc- 
phanta cost altogether $11,75". 


The chief methods adopted for the 


cnpture of wild elephants in India are 
ns follows;—Driving into "kheddahs" or 
enclosures, 
hunting with trained 
fe- 


males, pitfalls, noosing from 
trained 


elephants' backs. The "kheddah" plan, 
such as WHS used at the recent drive iu 
Mysore, is the only one adapted for the 
capture of whole herds, the others being 
for single elephants. It is a method in 
vogue wherever there nre government 
hunting establishments in India. About 
!)70 men are usually used for such work, 
and attached to each party there must 
be B number of tnmn elephants to deal 
with the wild elephants when captured, 
for not only have the wild ones to be led 
out of Ib'i .* ""£le and taken to drink and 
bathe 'lailj 
but each requires an ele- 


phant's load of fodder, which the tame 
opes have to urine, consequently two 
wild ones to each tame otn; is the max- 
imum that can he managed. 


When the elephant)) are driven into 


a peculiar space, which may be ffoui 
six to ten miles in circumference, and 
within which there must, he good fodder, 
a Uliu fence of split bamboos is placed 
around it, and this enclosure may he 
maintained for a week or so until the 
elephants seem to become accustomed 
to it 


The elephants thus inclosed are final- 


ly guided by beaters to n gate from 
which two lines of strong palisades run 
out. The gate is made very strong, and 
Is studded with iron spikes on the inside. 
Through this gateway and palisade the 
elephants aro driven into a smnl] en- 
closure, and then tame elephants enter 
and secure the wild ones by separating 
them one by one from their companions. 
Thfiir hind legs arc tied together and 
ropes placed around each captive's neck, 
after which they are led out and pick- 
eted in the forest until they have been 
sufficiently subjugated to be removed. 


The largest male elephants nre seklom 


caught with a herd in tbis way, as tluj 
usually make their escape out of the 
circle of men through their greater bold- 
ness. 
As a rule thoy arc caught by 


making use of decoy Cemule elephants, 
which arc driven to tho jungle where the 
single tnnle. is known to be. The females 
firs allowed to graze a« though they were 


wild, but there arc men riding tbcm who 
arc partly concealed witii dark colored 
blankets. 
When approaching the fe- 


malfK these largo males are secured by 
the legs and fastened tr, trees. Catching 
elephants by pitfalls is considered cruel 
und dangerous and is now practised 
very little. The sport of noo»ing from 
(rained elephants' bucks is said to be 
un

In fact, 
wiid rli-phums i njo.\ almost perfect im- 
munity in India, except for occasional 
capi.nrcs ior ^overtimi-ni purposes.

elephants to swell his rcUuuc, white on 
the other hand j.'ovemaient officiate and 
private perilous, such uy timber cou- 
tractors, &(;., require them fwr trark.

Elephants arc used by the government 


for the transport of troops and for pro- 
visioning outpost stations which are not 
connected by roads.

LENGTHENING HUMAN LIFE 


Mr. Edward A. Woods, head of tho Eqnitabln Life In- 


suranoe Company at Pittsburgh, and recognized as one of 
America's leading authorities on lil'o insurance matters, 
made an address a fetv days ago at a luncheon of tho Cham- 
ber of Commerce. His subject was tho "Length-fining of 
Human Life." 
"We have known for some years that Mr. 


Woods was giving the alcohol question very deep and earn- 
est consideration. The following paragraph quoted from his 
speech conies therefore with, great force: 


"Figures gathered by the life insurance com- 


panies all over the world indicate that the tee- 
totaler lives about 28 per cent, longer than the 
temperate, but moderate drinker, an addition of 
seven years, and has about one-half the average 
sickness. This does not, of course, mean that one 
accustomed even to a moderate use of alcohol 
dies from alcoholism; but is more likely to be- 
come affected by and ultimately die from many 
other degenerative diseases of the blood, kidneys, 
liver, Btomanh, brain, nerves and arteries.

J* of some value, hut slnco there Is no 
universal standard that can bo adopted 
by all persons doing such work, thn 
opinions *f different •tspectors may 
differ In regard to the purity of tho 
same lots cf milk.

A complete separation of the 
dirt and suspended matter In sweet 
milk Is not on absolute proof of the 
amount or character of the Impurities 
which It may contain as much of these 
may have been dissolved In the milk 
and cannot, therefore, be separated by 
nitration. A fairly good idea of the 
extent to which each lot of milk has 
been contalmlnated may bo obtained, 
however, by a test that will show the 
amount of dirt contained In a definite 
quantity of milk. 


Milk sediment teeta are used toi 


come extent In Europe. These make 
It possible to note not only the amount 
of suspended matter In the milk, but 
by collecting the sediment In narrow 
tubes the Impurities may be examined 
further. 


The value of a milk sediment test 


which will quickly show the amount 
of dirt in a given quantity of milk can 
be readily appreciated by the con- 
sumer and when the evidence obtained 
by such a t*st can bo shown to the 
milk producer. It will help to con- 
vince him that greater care Is needed 
to protect the milk from contamina- 
tion during milking and handling. The 
amount of sediment obtained by tho 
:est will in meny coses be a great sur- 
prise to both rnllk producer and dealer. 


A milk sediment test, which was 


constructed by E. H. I^orenz, Madison, 


!., according to suggestions made 
the writers. Is herewith described. 


This test may be used for testing a 
Inrge numbor of lots of milk. Samples 
of one pint of milk will filter through 
It as f.ittt as each lot Is ready. 


The inside cylinder Is 2 «, Inches In

By converting these 
waste products Into wool and mutton 
they are a source of profit to the 
wner. 
It has been estimated that sheep 


will eat 90 per cent of all troublesome 
weed*. They are. In fact, commonly 
used In cleaning up weeds from fields, 
fence row& road sides, stubble fields, 
and corn fields. Tho common belief 
among farmers Is that weeds eaten 
by sh«op aro so broken up In the 
digestive pjucesses that the seeds will 
not germinate after passing through 
the body as In tho case qf other live 
stock. 
However, weeds are rarely 


permitted to go to seed If enough 
Khoop arc turned In the fleld while 
tho weeds ore young and tender. 


In «omn Investigations carried on by 


the Canadian rovernment among a 
considerable numbor of sheepmen to 
determine tho kind* of weeds eaten by 
cheep. It wa« generally agreed that 
sheop would consume all but a few 
exceptionally unpalatable ones, such 
an mullein, Scotch thistle, etc. 


Where sheep have been kept, but 


where for some reason they hnve been 
disposed of, a striking difference has 
isually occurred In the appearance of 


the farm. Weeds have sprung up and 
grown where they had formerly been 
kept In check. There Is no better so- 
lution to the wtied problem than a 
flock of sheep. 


In economy of production sheep are 


not surpassed by any other domestic 
animal. 
Besides converting 
waste 


products into nutritions food they will 
also manufacture a finished product 
out of the roughage and grain of the, 
farm at least as cheaply as other 
classes of live stock. 


It Is hardly necessary to sa3r that

ep In racks rather than upon 


tho ground. When fed In the latter 
way much of It Is trampled upon and 
soiled and th«n the sheep refuse to 
eat It. There are several types of feed 
racks that are quite satisfactory. A 
combination rack for feeding both 
roughage and grain is convenient, es- 
pecially where the amount of space Is 
limited. Some racks are boarded up 
solidly, with openings through which 
the sheep eat; others are slatted hori- 
zontally. this type being largely used 
In the west. Racks with vertical slats 
are also used; these slats should not 
be too wide apart with suckling ewes 
or the lambs will get In upon thn fe«d 
and soil It Having the upper part of 
the rack boarded solid Is desirable, as 
It permits chaff from falling Into the 
fleece. — By E.

Every Eneonrtgcment Should Be Given the Boys' and Girls' Agricnlfural Club*. There Is An Increasing Interest 


•nd Enthuilaam In Thla Work of the Younit People Which Is Productive of Much Good. 


It Is a well-Mrtabllshed fact that both 


play and contest Interests perform a 
very Important part In the processes 
of education and hav* much to do In 
creating efficiency for man In the 
equation of social and Industrial life. 


The corn-club work Is a very Impor- 


tant factor In the economy of the farm 
In directing hoys who live in rural 
district* In the business as a profitable 
and noble profession. 
The way In 


which the club work takes hold of a 
boy I* quite remarkable, and from the 
enthnslaam created by the club work 
and contests, greater Interest In farm 
life Is cure to develop. 


We need the boys for the present 


efficiency of the farm, and we must 
have their work, their leadership, and 
their Influence for the future if Ameri- 
can agriculture and rural Interests are 
to endure and contribute as they 
should to human comfort and pros- 
perity. 


The purpose of this article Is to 


suggest lines of Interest and Instruc- 
tion In addition to the regular club 
work, which haa to do with the acre 
yield at a reasonable cost of produc- 
tion. The»« club contest* may well be 
taken up In connection with the rural 
and village schools; county, district, 
and state fairs; farmers' Institutes, and 
educational gatherings, with a view to 
giving direction and interest as well aa 
Important training during the entire 
year. 
The club contests will enable 


both teacher and porent to win the 
boy for better things In needed edu- 
cative and efficient farm life. 
Much 


could be said about the Influence of 
this kind of work upon actual produc- 
tion and land values. 


Boys' corn-club work should be con- 


structive and permanent, and In order 
that It may be so the following* lines 
of contest work are suggested to the 
club 
membership.

should offer some relaxation from the 
main line of work and should be prac- 
tical and recreative as well MS instruc- 
tive.

Every premium offered for contests 


and club work ahould have for Its 
main object the promotion and en* 
couragemcnt of the work. The. pre- 
miums should represent the greatest 
need and Interest of the corn-club 
membership: it must teach the broad 
viewpoint of the, club work and en- 
courage both members and leaders to 
be progressive and constructive in 
their work, and It should serve to In- 
crease the club members' Interest and 
respect for farm life. 


Club leaders, county superintend- 


ents teachers, and others Interested In 
promoting agricultural and rural-home 
interests should lose no opportunity 
to have club exhibits and interest* 
recognized effectively at county, dis- 
trict and state fairs, county farmers' 
Institutes. Short courses, and teachers' 
associations are excellent mediums for 
promoting club work, and an exhibit 
of club products, special contests, 
essays, and general discussions on 
phases of the work should occupy 
some place and time during the regu- 
lar cession. Do not wait for an Invi- 
tation to submit club Interests, but 
proceed at once to make and present 
your plans to the proper officials, such 
as tho secretary, the president, and 
tho various premium and program 
committees.
